One pretty strong reason to think that 
it is advisable to allow Edmonton mer- 
chants to keep their places of business 
open Saturday evenings if they ehoose to 
do so is that merchants in other similarly 


situated towns find this to be advisable. | 


Calgary stores are open Saturday eve- 
nings—and closed Wednesday afternoons. 
The country immediately surrounding Ed- 
monton is more densely populated than 
that surrounding Calgary, and there is a 
correspondin ly larger opportunity to 
bring in outside business if trading hours 
are adjusted to suit the convenience of 
customers. 

Before they are called upon to lay 
down rules as to when the stores may be 
kept open, and when they must be closed, 
the voters of the city are at least entitled 
to the clearest possible understanding of 
how the trade of the community is likely 
to be affected. The voters are not store- 
keepers. They are amateurs in the task 
of deciding how business will react to the 
results of their decision, Before they are 
asked to make the decision, council should 
take every practicable means to let them 
know what the effect will be.

Answer—Your only hope to cure 
the swollen gland is to take a care- 
ful diet which will not overload your 
‘ymphatie circulation, U is best, for 
« short time, to eliminate all of the 
heavy foods such as starches, 
sugars, meats, et¢., and live on fruits 
and green vegetables for a month 
or two and give your glands a 
chance to empty themselves of any 
accumulated wastes. Lancing only 
injures the glands still further and 
extends the trouble to other glands 


nearby. Het spplications or elec- 
trical treatments are sometimes 
helpful in emptying out the 


swollen glands, 
Question—Mrs, J, asks 
please explain how to cook 
eggs?” 

Answer—Place the unbroken eggs 
in a deep pan which is not stand- 
ing on the fire, and pour over them 
boiling water, At least one quart 
of water should be used to each two 
eggs. Allow to stand for from five 
to ten minutes, When broken open 
the egg should have a jelly-like 
consistency, but should at the same 
time be so well cooked thut there 
is no transparent albumen which 
has not been coagulated, If the pan 
is covered, less time will be required 
to get the same effect, but it ts 
possibly more desirable to have the 
eggs cook very slo vly after perbaps 
eight to ten minutes, as in this way 
they are cooked thyvough more thor-

: harvester now widely in use being in 
part responsible. Of course there arc 
cases Of individual hardshifp, some 
farmers not even saving seed, but 
these are being taken care of by mu- 
nicipal and farmers’ organizations, and 
it is unlikely it will be necessary to 
ask Ottawa for financial help as was 
the case some years ago 

Expect Higher Prices 
“We expect to get higher prices, and 
the sentiment of the west is behind 
the wheat pool in refusing to sell at 
bargain rates, proof lying in the fact 
that farmers not in the pool are also 
holding wheat for a rising market. 
“Lookin gto next year, there were 
good rains east of Regina a fortnight 
ago, but not in the Moose Jaw - 
trict, The astonishing thing this sea- 
son has been the remarkable showing 
on summer fallow seeded to spring 
wheat, where not a drop of rain fell 
throughout the growin gseason, and | 
yet a siv to twelve bushels to the acre 
crop was reaped, Our prairie soil ts 
not ike your sof Idown here, because 
when we get rain it oes Into the 
ground and does not wash away, It 
ls a remarkably open season, and we 
may get good rains yet, but if we do 
not there wil] be snow and frost 
seepage in the spring, and good rains 
in May and June will put the crop on 
its feet.

CHINA GOVT. | 
"HITS SNAG IN 
REFORM LAWS 


Experiencing Difficulty in 
Abolishing Certain An- | 


cient Customs

SHANGHAI, Oct. 24.—China’s Na- 
Honalist government ts encountering | 
more difficulty than it bargained for 
in enforcing reforms calculated to 
abolish certain ancient customs which 
} it considers drags on the moderniza- 
| tion movement. In the cities, except | 
for sporadic instances, people are giv- | 
ing up old superstition, women are 
bobbing their hair, unwrapping the | 
| bandages from their feet and discard- 
ing the old, tight-fitting styles of 
| dress, 
| In Canton, the “Soctety for the 
Changing of Old Customs” is making | 
| headway, particularly in a campaign 
}against the yearly custom of having 
}inarried women pay expensive homage 
with food, ornaments and dress for | 
seven full days. The authorities here | 
| have warned shopkeepers not to stock 
up for this festival next year. 

But the peasant popitlation; unable 
;lo understand why they should dis~ | 
card habits and religious practices 
| that were good enough for their fore- 
| fathers since time tmmemorial, are 
taking things into their own hanefs tn 
many instances, much to the sorrow 
}of the police. One of the latest coun 
try revolts occurred a few weeks ago in 
(a Shanghai suburb known as Yang 
Hang, a small town in the agricul- 
tural section of Pacshan district, The 
| disorder resulted from an order by the 
| Nationalist government that all tem 
| ples and idols in the district should 
be destroyed 

The order was carried out by the 
| police until they arrived at the temp 
“An Teal Sz Miau"’, a place of wor-| 
ship used by the Yang Hangites for 
|centurles, It happened, too, that the | 
| police arrived just as the populace wae | 
celebrating the repair of the temple 
and the installation of several new 
idols. Money for this had been fur- 
nished by a wealthy woman of Canton 

Police Seized Idols | 

When the police reached the scene | 
they marched into the temple, seized 
the idols, both new and old, and ar | 
rested those responsible for repairing 
the place. Before the peasants fully | 
comprehended what had happened, 
the temple officials and the idols were 
locked up in the police station, Bed-} 
lant followed, A general alarm was) 
sent out to the surrounding country~ | 
side that the temple had been looted | 
‘and hundreds of farmers joined the} 
| villagers. ‘here was a hurried con-| 
ference, then the mob moved on to 
the police station, broke into the cells, 
released the temple officials and re- 
trieved their precious idols, 

After the images had been put back | 
in the temple, the mob tried to storm 
the residence of the town's leading 
citizen, an official who owed his place 
to the Nationalist political party, the 
Kuomintang. Help had to come from 
neighboring villages before the police 
could disperse the mob and save the 
official from violence. | 

Aside from religious observances, | 
. | there are other old customs to which 
the Chinese are clinging despite of- | 
ficial edicts from Nanking, The an- 
cient lunar calendar is still In use, al- 
though ordered abolished In favor of 
the western calendgr several months | 
RgO. Many vernabtular newspapers | 
still use the old calendar and in Can | 
ton the customs changing society has | 
started a campaign against such pubs | 
lications 

Nevertheless scarcely m week passer 
without some fresh evidence of the 
awakening of the ancient land of the} 
lotus. This ts especially noticeable, of 
course, in the ports and railroad cen- 
tres where western civilization has 
made its greatest inroads. For ex- 
ample, in Canton the sign “Specialists 
in Women’s Hair Cuts” has become 50 
common that one of the largest estab- 
Ushments tried to vary it and put out 
a new sign board which proclaimed in 
letters two feet high:
